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NINE LIVES LOST. 


Fearful Holocaust in a New York Tene- 
ment—Nine Haman Lives Sacriticed by 
what Looks Like the Work of an In- 
cendiary—Three Men Under Arrest— 
Daring Act of an Ambulance Surgeon— 
A Police Station Turned Into a Char- 
nel House, 

New York, Ang. 19.—Undoubt> dly one 

of the most awful horrors which this city 

has known for years came early this 
morning when a crowded West-Side tene- 
ment-house suffered a partial destruction 
by fire, and mavy of the tenants losing 
their lives. As a result of the calamity 
the Nineteenth precinct station on West 

Thirtieth street has been converted into 

a temporary charnel-house, antl nine 

charred and blackened bodies teli the 

story of the frightful disaster. 

At 5:45 o’clock this morning the tene- 
ment-house No, 305 Seventh avenue, near 
Twenty-seveuth street, was discovered 
on fire. On ‘the firemen reaching the 
place the building was ablaze from 
ground floor toroof. In the street out- 
side there was the wildest excitement. A 
crowd had quickly gathered, and 
many tenants who had made their 
escape in their night clothes 
stood among the throng weeping bit- 
terly, and almost frantic with despair. 

The firemen did their work well and in 
fifteen minutes they had the couflagra- 
tion in hand, while in half an hour all 
danger from further destruction was 
over. At first it was thought that all the 
tenants had escaped in safety, but a rumor 
was spread that a woman was badly 
burned in one of the rooms direct- 
ly over the basement restaurant. 
One of the ambulance surgeons who had 
been called, but whose name could not be 
fearned,climbed up a ladder over the fire- 
escape and into the window, through 
Which dense clouds of smoke. still 
poured. He soon appeared at the win- 
dow with a woman in his arms aud car- 
ried her bodily to the sidewalk below. 
Although still alive she was unconscious 
and died almost as soon as she reached 
the street. The firemen then began the 
work of hunting for the dead in earnest. 
On the first floor, in addition 
to the woman, Nellie GQoeghgan, there 
vere found William McKee and William 
Gleunon. They were both smothered iu 
their beds and probably were not con- 
scious of the fire. On the second floor 
lived the Wells family, a mother thirty- 
one years old, and her two children, 
Jane, aged four, and Thomas, aged two. 
They were all found dead in bed 
together, the children being clasped 
in each cthers arms as if sleeping 
peacefully. On the third floor ‘were 
found Bertha Lustig, forty years old, 
and James Jefferey, fifty-five years old. 
The former was discovered but a few feet 
from the window in the fronf of the 
house, and the latter in bed in a rear 
room, They were both déad. On the top 
floor was found the body of an unknown 
man, about forty-five years old. The 
body was considerably burned, and was 
blackened from head to foot. All the 
bodies were taken in a patrol wagon to 
the Thirtieth Street station. 

So far as at present known the only 
persons injured by the fire were two sons 
of William Glennon. They were badly 
burned about the limbs and body and 
were taken to the New York Hospital. 

The cause of the fire has not yet been 
definitely ascertained. It is stated, how- 
ever, that it began in the restaurant 
of Jobn Synder on the ground floor, 
According to Snyder’s story he 
was on the sidewalk sweeping the flag- 
stynes when he saw a blaze in the kitchen 
in the rear of his place. In the kitchen 
at the time were Walter Brooks, the col- 
ored cook, and Joseph Piunkett, a waiter. 
Snyder rusbed back into the restaurant 
and with the help of his employes tried{to 
put out the fire. When he found this was 
impossible he sent one of the men up- 
stairs to alarm the tenants. The fire, 


: however, had gained such a headway that 


this alarm did but little good,and Suyder, 
becoming frightened, rung in an alarm 
from the box on the street. Both Snyder 
and his two men were arrested and locked 
up. 

Brooks, the cook, said that the fire re- 
sulted from an overheated range, and 
that the drum of the range tvok fire first, 
and that it then communicated to tho 
woodv ork about the kitchen. 

Snyder’s restaurant is said to have 
been aplace of questionable character, 
and at the police station this morning it 


| was openly alleged that Brooks, the cook, 
20th by the wheels of a dummy car. He | 
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was drunk when he was arrested. 

It is said that $3,000 will cover the loss 
on the building, which is insured. Many 
of the tenants Jest all they had. Mr. Sire, 
the senior partner of the firm which 
owned the building, said this morning 
that he would furnish places for all the 
tenants to live in free of charge until the 
burned building is repaired and again 
ready for occupancy. 

Acting Captain Schmidtberger of the 
Thirtieth Street police station said: “The 
circumstances under which the fire oc- 
curred are, to say the least, suspicious. 
Ihave questioned the three men sepa- 
rately, and there are certain discrepan- 
cies which they should be called 
upon to explain. Snyder has kept 
the place four or five years, and his 
reputation is none too good. It was 
open day and night, and occasionally 
some very lively scenes have taken placo 
in it. The colored cook, Brooks, says 
that they have not done much business 
lately. Snyder had $1,000 insurance on 
his fixtures, which, I think, is more than 
they are worth. The policy expires Sep- 
tember 24, and, strange to say, had the 
policy in his pocket when arrested.”

EFFICIENT MAIL EMPLOYEES. 


COLORED MEN IN THE POS. 
TAL SERVICE, 


Acting Pestmaster General Clarkson 
Meates the Facts aste That Atlanta 
Apyotautment which Has Caused 
se Piach Excitement, 


WasHINGTON, Aug. 13.—A_ re- 
perter of the Associated Press called 
on Acting Postmaster General Clark- 
son to-day for information in regard 
to the appointment of a Negro clerk 
by the new postmaster at Atlanta, 
Ga., General Lewis, which resulted 
in much excitement and the burning 
in effigy of Postmaster Lewis and 
Genoral Buck, a leading Republican 
of the State. 

General Clarkson said: ‘The sto- 
ry, a8 it was printedin the Atlanta 
papers and sent North, was to the 
effect that Postmaster Lewis had ap- 
pointed a Negro clerk and assigned 
him to duty at the same desk with a 
young white woman. The real facts, 
however, are these: 

“After General Lewis’ appoint- 
ment as postmaster one of the fregis- 
try cleras resigned. The postmas— 
ter then appointed Charles C. Pen- 





ny, colored, who stood at the head of 


the civil service list of eligibles, as 
he was compelled by the law to do. 
He was assigned to work in the reg- 
istry division; not in the same room 
with the young lady, but in another. 

“This young lady and her father, 
who was superintendent of the res 
gistry divission, and had the assign. 
ment ef the clerks, both resigned 
simply because a Negro had been 
appointed to a place in the office, 
and not because an attempt had been 
made to place a Negro at the same 
desk with the young lady. From 
this grew all the trouble in Atlanta, 
and the effort to utilize the incident 
for party prejudice. 

“The insiacerity of this cry now is 
shown by the fact that there were 
five Negro clerks in the Atlanta 
Postoffice under the Democratic post- 
master, and for six years a young 
white lady has been at the stamp- 
window selling stamps toall people, 


black and white, 

“There is nothing in the matter 
for the department to act upon. and 
there is nothing in action of Post- 
master Lewis te be criticized by fair- 
minded people. Instead of doing 
anything violently against the South- 
ern prejudice toward Negroes, the 
postmaster sought, in making the ap 

pointment, to obviate any ground for 
objection on account of such preju- 
dice. 

‘-In the postal service we find that 
many of our efficient men are among 
the colored men. We have, probab- 
ly, hundreds of them in service al- 
together, and they make a good aver- 


age reeord.

Indianapolis. 


He Assists in the Laying of the 
Corner-Stone 








Of the Mouument Which Indiana Will 
Erect to the Memory of the Soldiers and 
Sailors Who Gave Up Their Lives for 
Their Country—The City ( rowded—A 
Memorable Day in the Hooster State. 
InDIANAPOLIS, Aug. 23.-— ‘lho streets 

and houses are one mass of gay bunting, 

mottoes und decorations. The crowd 
already is immense and every train 
brings hundreds more. 

‘he monument is surrounded by a 
high scaffolding, which is hidden in 
flags and lanterns. ‘The latter were 
ablaze Wednesday night when the pres- 
ident’s train arrived. 

‘Lhe great crowd at the depot made 
the air ring with plaudits and was 
answered by the booming of artillery 
and the music of bands. 

The president was escorted immedi- 
atcly to the Dennison ard was welcomed 
by the board of trade and the Grand 
Army. He is much _ pleased with his 
Visit to Cincinnati. His journey from 
there was a continuous ovation. 

The president held a public reception 
from 10 a. m. to 12 in the parlors of the 
Dennison house. He was assisted by 
Marshal Ramsdell, Attorney General 
Miller and Secretary Rusk. 

Shortly after 12 the’column of milita- 
ry and civic organizations started. 
Every Grand Army post in the state 
wus represented, and there were large 
contingents of Sons of Veterans and 
Women's Relief Corps and other organ- 
izations. Nearly two hours were occu- 
pied in traversing the principal streets. 

Meanwhile Circle park, where the 
eomer-stone of the soidier’ and sailors’ 
monument was about to be laid, had 
—_ thrown open to the public, and 
when the procession had arrived fully 
100,000 people were in sight of the 
speaker's stand. 

Asa prelude to the formal proceed- 
ings Miss Kate Hammond rendered the 
Battle Hymn of the Republic, the 
sudience and bands joining in the 
chorus with magnificent effect. 

A brief statement in behalf of the 
board of commissioners was made by 
President George J. Langsdale, and 
then amidst an impressive silence the 
corner-stove of the monument was laid 
by Department Commander Charles M. 

ravis. As he declared it ‘‘well and 
truly laid,’’ the National flag was raised 
over the monument. a salute of artilery 
was fired, and. led by Mrs. Zelda Seguin 

Wallace, the audience joined in singing 

the ‘Star Spangled Bunner,’’ the in- 

spiring words coming in unison from 

a hundred thousand throsts like the 

roar of the ocean. 

The introduction as presiding officer 
of Governor Hovey was greeted with 
enthusiasm, and when, acoompanied by 
President Harrison aud a score or more 
of distinguished vice presidents, inelud- 
ing ex-Governor Gray and Judge Nib- 
luck, he appeared upon the platform, 
the cheers were thunderous. The gov- 
ernor spoke brietly, and the chorus 
rendered a song “Dedication, "’ compos- 
ed by C. M. Walker. 

Gen. M. D! Manson. of Crawfords- 
ville, was the next speaker, and he was 
followed by Gen. Juhu Coburn, of this 
3 y. The band rendered ‘‘Huil Colum- 
dla.’ 

Capt. Lee O. Harris, of Greenfield, 
read the dedication poem, and then 
amidst a scene of great enthusiasm Pres- 
ident Harrison was presented to his fel- 
low citizens. It was several minutes 
before the cheers and yells had sub- 
sided, but quiet having in some degree 
been secured the president spoke. 

The address was repeatedly punctu- 
ated with applause, and at its conclu- 
sion the president received another 
ovation. Then the benediction was an- 
nounced by Rev. H. J. Talbott, the 
bands united in the “Star Spangled 
Banner” and the proceedings came _ to 
an end.

diameter of base of shaft, 22 feet. 
The bronze statue of Victory is 
80 feet, bearing an electric light 265 feet 
above the ground. ‘The monument can 
be ascended 219 feet to a platform.

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THE PETROLEUM SUPPLY. 


A Member of Pennsylvania's Geological 
Survey Takes a Gloomy View. 


John F. Carll is assistant geologist 
of the Stute of Pennsylvania, and for 
several years it has been his especial 
business to collect statistics and all 
available information regarding petro- 
leum and natural gas. 

In conversation with Prof. Carll he 
expressed some rather sensational 
opinions regarding the future supply 
of petroleum. Notwithstanding other 
views are taken by producers, Prof. 
Carll says the petroieum fields of Penn- 
sylvania are being rapidly drained, and 
at the present rate of exhaustion 
it will not be many years until the 
question of supplying the world with 
petroleum will be a most serious one. 
“For the last year.”’ said Prof. Carll, 
“the supply was 5,000,000 barrels short 
of demand, as gauged by former years, 
and every day the demand is more and 
the supply much less. A few years ago 
the reverse was the case. Stocks were 
piling up at the rate of 2.000,000 bar- 
rels per month, or about that, and now 
they are being decreased at the rate of 
1,000,000 barrels a month, and have 
been for the last year. This shortage 
in the supply includes the large produc- 
tion of the Ohio fields, where extraor- 
dinary results have been obtained in 
the way of large wells.” There are 
now something like 12,000,000 barrels 
of petroleum in tanks in the Ohio field, 
but this was because Ojo oil was not 
yet used extensively as an illuminant. 

Prof. Carll was asked his opinion re- 
garding the probable extent of the Ohio 
field and said he believed it would be 
found much less in extent than the 
trade and the public generally | elieved. 
There have been opinions expressed 
that the yield of the Ohio field could be 
increased to 100,090 barrels a day. He 
thought it would not last long at this 
rate of production. “When this field 
comes to be entirely defined,” he said, 
‘it is pretty sure to fall very much be- 
low the expectations that are now hed 
out for it.” When aske.l if he though 
Ohio oil would ever be successfully re- 
fined and enter the market as a com- 
petitor of the Pennsylvania product he 
said: ‘I certainly hope so. W.thout 
this oil I can not see where the world’s 
supply is to come from, and it would be 
a very great hardship to the people if 


they had to give up this cheap and 
popular illuminant. Neither gas nor 


electricity, in my judgment, can ever 
take its place asa means of illumina- 
tion for the masses. And yet, with tho 
known fields being as rapidly exhausted 
as they are, I look before many years 
for a great scarcity of petroleum.” 

Bradford was the fietd that produced 
such an extraordinary quantity of oil, 
piling up thestocks on tanks until they 
reached 36,000,000 barrels, with the 
fields still yielding 60,000 barrels a day 
or thereabout. In regard to the possi- 
bility of another such field being dis- 
covered Prof. Carll said he believed 
there was absolutely no likelihood of it. 
The number of experimental wells that 
had been drilled in search of another 
Bradford sand in ail parts of the coun- 
try seemed to establish the fact that 
Bradford was unique and alone. He 
did not believe that such a petroleum 
deposit as this would ever be found in 
any country in the world. ‘The Brad- 
ford field and its annex in Allegany 
County, New York, are apparently be- 
ing drained to thedregs. Atone time 
the production of the field was as high 
as 105,000 barrels every twenty-four 
hours. Now it is down beiow 20,- 
000, possibly as low as 18,000 barre!s. 
Bradford has produced about 
009,000 barrels of oil, and a pool that 
will yield the fifty-sixth part of this is 
something that the oil-producer is 
eagerly looking for. Prof. Car!l said 
there were yet possibilities of opening 
up small pools that would produce from 
1,000,000 to 3,000,000 barrels, even in 
some of the old fields, such as Venango, 
Warren and Butler Counties, in Penn- 
sylvania, but even ‘these possibilities 
were growing more and more remote. 
The Cogley field, which has produced 
about 3,000,000 barrels, was the last 
extensive field found in Venango Coun- 
ty, and this was perhaps as large a field 
as would ever be found there again.— 
Cor. St. Louis Globe-Democrat.
